ROOT SPEAKS UP 
FOR ROOSEVELT 


As Guest of Honor at Union 

League Banquet He Sa 
President Is Great Con- 
servative Force. 


UNSAFE T0 SELF-SEEKERS 


Friends of Former Secretary of 
War Show Enthusiasm When 
Presidential Boom for 
Him Is Sprung. 


New York, Feb. 3.-~-[Special.]—Elihu Root, 
who has just returned from the head of the 
war department to be a private citizen for a 
while, made the guest of honor at a 
great dinner at the Union League club to- 
night. The dinner was in the banquet room 
of the club and 255 guests sat down. They 
beheld at Mr. Root’s right and left a com- 
pany of men we!l known in many walks of 
life, and especially in republican politics. 


There werd general comments upon the sig- 


nificance of the gathering and unbounded, 
unrestrainable ehthuslasm for Mr. Root, 
works, and his personality, | 


' Notable Men at Table. 

At the table where Mr. Root sat at the 
right of President Cornelius N. Bliss of the 
club were Gov. Franklin Murphy of New 
Jersey, ex-Vice President L P. Morton, 
Gen. G. M. Dodge, ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Lyman J. Gage, ex-Speaker David B. 
Henderson, Gen. Benjamin F.\Tracy, ex- 
Attorney General John W. Griggs, President 
M. Woolsey Stryker of Hamilton college, 
Warner Miller, Maj. Gen. H. C. Corbin, Gen. 
Reid.

Root Speaks with Feeling. 

Mr. Root began by saying: “‘ Mr. Presi- 
dent and old friends. It is good to be home 
again. One of you said tonight: ‘ You look 
like old times.’ Old times are good Gnough 
for me.”’ 

Mr. Root then went into reminiscences of 
old days in the Union League club. He 
dwelt on memories of men who have died 
since he went to Washington. He spoke of 
coming back to take his place in “ the ranks 


of those who are marching on to work and. 


every day life through the rest of his days.”’ 

He said he came back from a place where 
criticism of the legislative branch of the 
government was most easy. He said, too, he 
came back from the exercise of the most 
arbitrary power in the world. He came 


back with a deeper sense of the beneficence | 
of a representative government and the feel- 


ine. that arbitrary power ought to be used 
only as a temporary expedient. | 


Government Growing Better. 

Mr. Root spoke optimistically of a growing 
and better public administration and a steady 
approach of good government to the ideal. 
He dwelt on the loyalty of the cabinets of Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt to their chiefs, and 
then spoke of Roosevélt as “‘ the most viger- 
ous member of the club.” 

He said that all over Central and South 
America there was growing faith 
nation as the savior of liberty. He referred 
to the poor ry igh he men who raised the 
cry of freedom In the Philippines without 
knowing what liberty meant, and said he 
could foresee the day when the Philippines 
the same govern- 
ment that Cuba has today. 

Proud to Have Aided Roosevelt. — 

“TI count it, my friends,” continued. Mr. 


Root, “one of the greatest privileges of my 
life to have been able, when that sad day 


came when our presideyt, McKinley, was 


taken away tobe able to stand by and hold 
up the hands of his true and loyal successor. 

“T am told that he is not popular in the 
city of New York. He who was born and 
grew up among us, a member of this club, 
who made his first essay in public life by 
going to represent us in the legislature—I am 
told he is not popular here In the city of his 
home. Iam told the people say he is not safe. 

‘“‘T could not come back to you; from whom 
I have had no secrets for all these thirty-five 
years, and not say to you whatI feel. Men 
say he is not safe. He is not safe for-men 
who wish to prosecute selfish schemes to 


| public detriment. 


Roosevelt Dangerous to Some. 
** He is not safe for men who wish the gov- 


‘ernment to be conducted with greater refer- 


ence to campaign contributions than to pub- 
lic good—for mén who wish to draw the prest- 
dent of the United States off into a corner and 
make whispered arrangements which they 
dare not have known by their constituents. 

“But I say that since McKinley’s death 
the greatest conservative force in the city of 
Washington for.the protection of property 
has-been he. There’s a better way to pro- 
tect capital and great enterprises than by 
buying ‘legislatures. 

“There is a better way of dealing with 
labor and keeping it from running in tumult 
and resistless riot than by starving it or 
py buying or corrupting its leaders. 

Has Been Power for Good. 

‘*T have said President Roosevelt was the 
greatest conservative force for the protection 
of property and capital In the city of Wash- 
ington. I could give you specific instances 
where he has stood between rash men in 


congress who greatly desired the passage of 


extreme and violent measures through con- 
gress, and has stopped them by his strong 
and unswerving declaration: ‘I will veto 
your bill if you pass it.’ 

Mr. Root declared that in the conservative 
forces and in those forees which tend to the 
strengthening and upholding of laws Theo- 
dore Hoosevelt had a most exalted place in 
the respect of the people. In closing he said: 
* I would rather have my boy taught to think 
that the principal! thing in life is the honesty 
and frankness, the truth and loyalty, the 
honor and the devotion to his country of 
‘Theodore Roosevelt than to have him possess 
all the weaith of this great metropolis.’’, 


Spring Boom for President. 

The former secretary of war had hardly 
ceased speaking when a presidential boom 
prepared for him was sprung. 

Ex-Attorney General John W. Griggs. who 
spoke after him, reached his climax by 
pointing to Mr. Root and saying: 

“It is a glorious thought that a man in 
civil life can leave his livelihood and strive 
and suffer for his country. The time will 
come when we say to you: ‘ You have been 
faithful to us in a few things, we will make 


you ruler over ali.’ 


The cheering that had interspersed and fol- 
lowed the ex-secretary’s extolling of Mr. 
Roosevelt was tremendous, but that which 
came after Mr. Griggs’ closing sentence far 
eclipsed it. .

Dr. Rixey Summoned at Midnight 
to Bedside of Senator. 


HE HAS A SEVERE ATTACK. 


Prompt Attention in Afternoon Wards 
Off Congestive Chill. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4, 1 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Dr. Rixey has just been summoned to. 
the Arlington hotel by friends of Senator M. 


A. Hanna, and will pass the balance of the |

At midnight a note was sent by relatives of 
the senator to the doctor’s residence. They

It is believed the danger that threatened 

the senator seven hours earlier has passed. 
The turn in his condition which caused so 
much alarm came at 5 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon. He was seized with a congestive 
chill which heretofore has been marked by a 
rush of blood to the head and coldness of the 
extremities. 
| Family Is at Bedside. 
. Members of the family were on hand at 
its first outbreak, and by the prompt appli- 
cation of mustard plasters and hot water 
the attack was prevented from becoming 
go serious as it was feared it might become, 
and later in the evening it was stated that 
the senator’s condition, was again almost at 
his normal state of the last few weeks. 

Dr. Rixey, the attending physician, called 
in Dr. Magruder, and- when they left Mr. 
Hanna’s home at 9 o’clock the senator was 
sleeping soundly and the physicians said they 
did not expect to return again until 9 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. At that time the sena- 
tor’s pulse was 76, his normal pulse being 72, 
and temperature 100, or 1 6-10 above normal, 

Doctors Examine Heart. 
‘The doctors said they thought his temper- 


ature would be normal again in the morning. 
A thorough examination was made of Mr. 


Hanna’s heart, lungs, and kidneys, and they | 


were found to be allright. Dr. Rixey tonight 
said: 


Senator Hanna's condition Is not alarming 


and I hope he will be out in a week or ten 
days.”

for permanent preservation. ong 
Will Be Gems of History. 

Dr. Scripture, describing the meaning of his 
request, said: 

‘“‘The phonetic archives are to include 
records from such persons as will presuma- 
bly have permanent historical interest for 
America. The importance of the undertaking 
can be estimated by considering what would 


by Demosthenes, Shakspeare, or Emperor 
William the Great. 

‘‘ An advisory committee of eminent Amert- 
cans has prepared a list of ten living Ameri- 
cans of the first historical interest whose 
yoices will be preserved. I wish to record 
his majesty’s voice.as the first European 

-record deposited in the archives.” 
Kaiser Talks Into Machine. 

The emperor received Dr. Scripture after 
the morning church service on Sunday. Dur- 
ing the making of the record the emperor 
was along with the phonograph. He spoke 
twice into the apparatus. The first cylinder, 
made especially for Harvard university, con- 
tained observations on Frederick the Great. 
The other was a short disquisition on “ Forti- 
tude in pain.” 

The emperor's manner was kind and he 
showed interest in the matter. 


These archives of voices are sald to be the 


first instituted for histor!cal purposes.

‘‘Qur troops here, numbering 256,000 mien, 


besides those on the way, are aiready suf- 
fering from want of supplies and, consequent- 
ly, from ‘typhus, and the military staff is 
afraid the railway will prove wholly unable 
to carry on from Russia the quantities of 
food, ammunition,- ete., that will be wanted 
during the war. 


How Commands Will Divide. 

* Admiral Alexieff hopes Gen. Kouropatkin, 
who is the ablest administrative man in the 
army, will be tntrusted with the command-- 
ment in chief of the land troops, he himself 
remaining charged with the naval and polit~ 
ical matters. Our war scheme is such that 
in case of a campaign on land the adminis- 
tration will be far more important than the

WAR ON STEEL COMPANY 


BRICELAYERS WILL FIGHT FOR 
THE UNION WAGES. 


Hoedcarriers, Building Laborers, and 
Other Trades Are to Be Enlisted— 
Attempts Will Be Made to Harass 
the Corporation Through the City 
Hall—Nearly 1 Can Factory Em- 
ployes Decide to Strike—Machinery 
Causes a Revolt, 


War on the Illinois Steel company yester- 
day was deciared by President George Gub- 
bins of the bricklayers. The hodcarriers, 
building laborers, and other trades are to be 
brought into the fight. The cause is the fail- 
ure of the company to make satisfactory ° 
terms with its union bricklayers.. 

“Our men will refuse to handle the cement 
made by the big concern,” said Gubbins. 
“The company always has from 40 to 125 
bricklayers at work rebuilding and repairing, 
and it has not dealt fairly with them. I shall\ 
g0 to the city authorities and demand that 
At 
present no person is permitted to enter the 
institution to visit the workmen taken there 
for care. It is not right that a@ man’s rela- 
tives and friends should be kept away from 
him. The company, besides, has fenced in 
ends of several streets. I shall complain of 
this to the proper departments at the city 


hall.’’ 
Strike at Can Factories. 

All the 1,800 employés of the three plants of 
the American Can company probably will 
be fdle this morning. The Diesel branch 
yesterday was tied up by the strike of 500 
workers, one-half of whom were girls. The 
trouble, is over wage reductions announced 
by the management. 

“Last summer we advanced the pay of 
several classes of our employés,”’ said an 
officer of the company. ‘‘ Those who did not 
share in the increase have been dissatisfied 
and trying to secure an equalization of 
wages. Now we have equalized things. We 
have cut off the increase and put those who 
received them on the rate in effect before the 
advance. Wages are as high as a year ago.”’ 

Two weeks ago the workers in the May- 
wood shop threatened to strike, and the re- 
duction was postponed until conferences 
could be held. The Diesel employés Tues- 
day night concluded that they had waited 
long enough for a permanent settlement, 
and voted not to return to work. When the 
whistle blew yesterday morning pickets ap- 
peared in place of the operatives. 


Machinery Causes a Revolt. 


The introduction of a labor saving machine, 
which would do the work of eight men, in 
the factory of the Federal company, 68 West 
Monroe street, yesterday brought on a strike 
of the 200 employés. :

STRAW BOND PLOT FOUND 
ON ARREST OF SURETY. 


John Burke, Indicted for Perjury, Al- 
leged to Be One of Several Who Have 
‘Scheduled Lots Which Do Not Exist. 


Into the circumstances which resulted in 
the indictment of John Burke on a charge of 
perjury in relation to a justice court bond 
Assistant State’s Attorney Harry Lewis is 
delving for evidence of a “straw bond ’”’ 
scheme.

FOR NEW PARKS | 


Long Step Toward Realization 
_ Taken When J. C. Olm- 
Delivers Plans. 


PLEA MADE FOR LIBRARY 


D. F. Crilly Refuses to Tell of 
Bribery Charge; Case for 
the Grand Jury. 


Another long step toward the realization 
of the small park plans of the South park 
commission was taken yesterday whén John 
C. Olmsted of the Boston firm of landscape 
architects, reported to the poard plans for 
the adornment of the fourteen sites thus far 
selected. “Among the plans shown were 
those for Grant park, already detailed. 

The trustees of the Crerar library asked 
the park board for permission to build a 
$1,000,000 library building on the lake front. 
They will also s&bmit the question to the 
voters at the municipal election in April. 

' Crilly Matter to Grand Jury. 

Among the other matters taken up by the 
board was the recent declaration of Commis- 
sioner D. F. Crilly that two real egtate men 
had tried to bribe him to vote for certain 
sites for small parks. 

The board, by resolution, asked Mr. Crilly 
to tell the names of the wouldbe bribers. 
He refused. Then Commissioner Walton 
moved that proper steps be taken to direct 
the matter to the attention of the grand jury. 
It was carried, Commissioner Crilly remain- 
ing silent when the roll was called. 

A certified copy of the proceedings will be 
sent to the state’s attorney, according to 
the attorney for the board, notifying him of 

.the action taken. Mr. Crilly will then be 
summoned before the inquisitors and forced 
to tell names. 


‘Mr. Crilly made his charges against real * 


estate dealers so openly that we insist he 
must discloge their names in as public a 
manner,”’ said Commissioner Best.

The large parks will in a general way pro- 
vide advantages like those of the smaller 
breathing spots, but they will be designed 
more for beauty and artistic effect. 

‘Meadows, rustic bowers, and summer 
houses, waterways, islands, beds of flowers, 
and arched bridges will beautify some of the 
larger tracts. An example of one of the 
unique features for two of the parks consists 
of the meeting of branches overhead so that 
boating parties can float through a con- 
tinuous bower of verdure, 

Im the largest park to be added to the sys- 
tem, the one at Seventy-first street and Cali- 
fornia avenue, the meadow will accommo- 
date a nine hole golf course. . 


Hopes for Electric Locomotives. 

Mr. Olmsted-explained the arrangement of 
greater Grant parkin detail. Its plan has al- 
ready been published. He took the. oppor- 
tunity to forecast that the Illinois Central 
railroad would operate its suburban train 
service by electricity. Until this change is 
made, he asserted, great difficulty would be 
encountered in the growth of grass and 
shrubbery in Grant park, owing to the gases 
and cinders from the locomotives. 

Prairie avenue will be opened through Gar- 
field boulevard by the board. 

No arrangements have been made for nam- 
ing the new parks, but a petition fn regard 
to the park at Garfield boulevard and Loomis 
street requested the board to choose a name 
for the park ‘from the list of Irish officers 
who distinguished themselves in the revolu- 
tionary war.

The blaze spread rapidly, and in an hour the 
building was in ruins. 

A general alarm had been sent by the fire 
department, and the firemen devoted their 
attention to the three story building of the 
Borchardt Malt Extract company, 16-20 Lin- 
coln street. The damage to it amounted to 
$1,000.

SENATE DEBATES BIG FAIR LOAN. 


Four Hours of Talk Over $4,600,000 
Asked by St. Louis, but No Deci- 
sion Is Reached. 


‘ 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—An elaborate 
debate on the propositicn to loan $4,600,000 
to the’ 8t. Louis exposition consumed most 
of the time of the senate today and was still 
in progress at adjournment. A political 
discussion was injected toward the close, in 
which Semator Gorman, from the democratic 
side, evoked the following apparently “ au- 
thorized ’’ statement from Senator Spooner: 

“The republican party does not intend to 
enter into a revision of the tariff at this 
session of congress. The reason is found fn 
the fact that such an effort would too greatly 
disturb the business interests of the country. 
A presidential election is entirely a sufficient 
disturber of businese without adding un- 
neceesarily to the complications.”’ 

After this declaration of policy the senator, 
who was one of the chief supporters of the 
St. Louls loan, said fn ite behalf: 

‘Having done what he has doné, Uncle 
Sam is bound to go forward, for under the 
circumstances the failure of the fair would 
be humiliation not alone to’ St. Louts and 
the Mississippi! valley, but to the entire coun- 
wy. 

He also contended that the security was 
good and that the loan would be repaid. 

This view was taken also by Senators Hale, 
Allison, Cockrell, and McComas. 

The prevailing sentiment in the speeches 
against the loan was summed up in the state- 
ment by Senator Ledge, who deolared the 
loan proposition went too far and that he 
would rather see the money given outright 
than loaned. If the security offered. were 
good there would be no 4ifficulty in securing 
the money in the money markets of the coun- 
try. He called attention to the plea for 
economy on account of the condition of the 
treasury, and said that tn view of the warn- 
ings sounded’ against extravagance all 
departments of the government it was not 
consistent to ask for such appropriations as 


this. 


GORMAN’S REQUEST |S GRANTED. 


Senate Is Furnished with Great Mass of 
Correspondence Concerning Co- 
lombia and Panama. : 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 83.—The president 
sent to the senate today a mass of corre- 
spondence in response to Senator Gorman’s 
resolution calling for the dates and circum- 
stances under which the United States used 
military forces in the internal affairs of New 
Granada, or .Colombia, and whether such 
uses of military forces were on the Initiative 


New Granada, or Colombia, or in consequence 
of any official representation of either. 

The president, in his letter of transmittal, 
says: 

"The correspondence since Nov. 16, 1902, 
which has not already been transmitted to 
the senate, has no reference to the nratters 
covet by the resolution and deals with mili- 
tary movements, and it is for that reason 
deemed incompatible with the public interest 
to make it public at this time.”’

RIVAL STATES IN CLASH. 


KENTUCKY AND-INDIANA MUTU- 
ALLY CRITICISE RECORDS. 


Goebel Case Starts a Conflict in Con- 
gress During Which Some Sharp 
Words Are Exchanged by Members 

= —Gov. Durbin Accused of Shielding 
Taylor for Political Motives—Flings 
at the President and His Adminis- 
tration. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
triminal and political records of Kentucky 
and Indiana were handled without gloves for 
two hours in the house today during a heated 
discussion of the Goebel murder case and the 
failure to secure the extradition of W. 8. 
Taylor from Indiana for that crime. Nearly 
every member of the two state delegations 
joined tn the debate, which was of hurricane 
character from the start to the finish. 

The diplomatic appropriation bili was under 
discussion when Mr. James of Kentucky 
started the fireworks with the following 
statement: 

“The ‘rough rider president’ was ridicu- 
lous in his message to congress favoring in- 
ternational extradition treaties when one 
state could not get from another fugitives 
from justice. 


Calls President Don Quixote. 


“For four years Gov. Durbin of Indiana 
protected Taylor, who had been regularly 
indicted in Kentucky for the nrurder of Goe- 
bel, and yet I notice that when Durbin comes 
to town * he is wined and dined by this great 
Mon Quixote upoh extradition, who abso- 
lutely confides to Durbin the right to give 
the waiting and anxious world the news that 
Hanna can run for president if he, wants to. 
And when we all read that we again declare 
‘the king can do no wrong.’ ” 

Mr. James then reviewed in detail the mur- 
der of Goebe! and the failure of Taylor to 
give himself up. He believed the federal 
government had the right and should exercise 


that right to remedy the situation. He illus- 


trated that: unless a remedy were forth- 
coming it might result in retaliation. Should 
this be so, McKinley’s murderer might be 
now walking the blue grass of Kentucky to- 
day. However, he declared, Kentucky would 
never do this. The result would be the repu- 
diation of the republican governor of In- 
diana and the election of a democrat, in which 
event he predicted that Taylor would have 
to seek another place of refuge. 


Rapid Fire Speeches Made. 


Everybody wanted to speak at once when 
Mr. James had finished, and as a result no 
sustained remarks were possible. The debate 
became a series of ‘* hot shot paragraphs" 
fired back and forth in about this order: 

CRUMPACKER—The governor of Indiank needs 
no defense, especially to any one acquainted with 
the Kentucky election of 1899, when Taylor really 
was elected governor. 

WILLIAMS [Miss.]—If Taylor was elected did 
that excuse the assassination of Goebel. 

CRUMPACKER—I am not making’a defense of 
the assassination. 2 

WILLIAMS—Does the gentleman doubt 
Goebel was assassinated for political reasons? 

CRUMPACKER—I do not know that that has 
anything to de with the question. 

CRUMPACKER (continuing)—Kentucky juries 
have been packed.’’ 

SMITH, SHERLEY, STANLEY, all of Ken- 
tucky (in unison)—Shouts of denial. 

CRUMPACKER—At the last trial of Caleb Pow- 
ers he had not a single political friend on the jury. 

MR. McDERMOTT [N. J.}—Governors of states 
are not required or supposed to take into consid- 
eration the prospect of a fair trial. 

CRUMPACKER—I 4iffer with you. History will 
justify the action of Indiana in this matter. 

WILLIAMS—In some respects the speech of Mr. 
‘Crumpacker is a disgrace to American civiliza- 
tion. It is ridiculous to suppose all purity reigns 
in Indiana and that just across the river all is 
corruption. 

Indiana Disgraced by Its Act. 

Mr. Williams had a chance to continue 
uninterrupted for a few minutes and drew 
the same conclusion as Mr. James regarding 
retaliation and its possibilities as touching 
the death of McKinley. He declared the 
plank in the Indiana republican platform in- 
dorsing the refusal to extradite Taylor had 
sunk that party to a lowlevel. He predicted 
disaster to the republican party of Indiana,

“because, he said, no party céuld live which 


had sunk so low as to place the indorsement 
of crime as an inscription on ..s banner.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

There can be no effective campai 
against the smoke nuisance until the Mat; 
tories, the railroads, the tugs, and \the 
steamboats shall have been brought under 
coutrol. They are the great smoke pro- 
ducers. If they respected the ordinances 
the sins of other and minor offenders hardly 
would be noticeable. But the great offend- 
ers are precisely the ones that the city au- 
thorities and private agencies are powerless 
or unwilling to deal with. One hears often 
denunciations of the smoke nuisance by 
leading citizens, but the names of those 
chiefly responsible for the existence of the 
nuisance are never mentioned. — 

Any man who will stand on the lake front 
for five minutes cannot avoid noticing the 
dense smoke proceeding from the [linois 
Central engines, and must admit that that 
railroad is one of the most active and suc- 
cessful smoke producers in Chicago. Yet 
it is only one out of many tailroads whose 
engines and whose shops persistently belch 
out smoke in enormous quantities. There 
have been occasions when the city officials 
who draw salaries for the enforcement of 
the smoke ordinances have remonstrated 
with the roads. Railroad officials have 
listened civilly to the remonstrapces anc 
have gone on in the old way. The official 
assumed that they. had done their whole 
duty when they fired off their paper pellets 
against the roads and withdrew from the 
field exhausted by their labors to seek rest it 
quiet retreats. 

While the producers of smoke by whole- 
sale are let alone, it avails nothing to ad- 
minister the rigor of the law to the petty 
shopkeeper, the owner of a dwelling house, 
or the proprietor of a peanut stand-who is 
guilty of producing smoke on an exceedingly 
small and tenuous scale. To punish them 
and them alone is to exemplify the truth of 
the old assertion that to break the law and 
escape punishment one must break it ona 
grand seale. 

Some of the’ most prominent citizens of 
Chicago are also the most prominent vio- 
lators of the ordinances forbidding tke 
manufacture of smoke, As long as they are 
not prosecuted and made to obey the law 
it will offend the senge of fairness of the 
community to see the little fellows, who 
have humbly imitated them at 4 great dis- 
tance, dragged into police courts to answer 
for their comparatively trifling misdeeds. 

Strike at the great offenders first, and 
there will be no occasion to take trouble 
about the small fry. They will mend their 
ways when they notice that it really is the 
intention to enforce the smoke ordinances 
against those who break them the most. 

Smoke is unpopular. Men and women 
unite jn complaining of it. A municipal ad- 
ministration which was not iv awe Of rail- 
roads and other great smoke producing cor- 
porations, and of prominent citizens whose 
factories befou! the air, could make itself 
extremely popular by subjecting them tothe

His brother, 
William IV., popularly known as “ Silly 
Billy,” did not think it worth while to, make 
any change during his short reign, and when 
Victoria succeeded to the crown her sex ren- 
dered it politic and reasonable to continue 
the then existing arrangement.

IS MAYOR HARRISON'S THEORY, 


We allare “ four flushers." 

Chicago is a four flushing city—like all 
other. American citiés, Mayor Harrison is a 
self-confessed * four flusher "’; the aldermen 
are ** four flushers ”; the prominent citizens 
are four flushers.’”” Four flushing laws 
are passed. ‘‘ Four flushing ” administration 
is given. The citizens would rather “* four 
flush than obey the laws. 

All this Is set forth by Mayor Harrison in 
an article (copyrighted) published today in 
the Saturday Evening Post of Philadelphia. 
In this, the mayor endeavors to show why 
the enforcement of local laws !s difficult and 
almost impossible in some cases. He en- 
deavors to point a reason for the habitual 
unconcern of American citizens towards 


municipal law, and he finds this in the care- 


lessness with which many laws are passed 
by the local law making bodies, producing on 
the part of the citizens a corresponding care- 
lessness in their attitude towarus the laws. 


The mayor does not shield himself. He. 


says: 

* I cannot be too hard with the aldermen, 
for my own. critics at times have charged 
me with being inoculated with the virus of 
four flushing. To be perfectly candid, were 
I in the witness box under oath and asked 
to make complete confession I might be 
obliged to plead certain constitutional rights 
to protect myself against incrimination,”’ 


Part of®the article which the Sdtarday 
Evening Post publishes and from which 
quotations are reprinted by permission ts as 
follows: | 

*“ There is a good, plain, honest virtue in 
the word ‘four flushing.” It makes it as 
meritorious as a word as the act it describes 
is meretricious as‘an action. Moreover, the 
danger that I regard as a new one besetting 
American municipalities does not lose any 
of its formidable aspect because it draws its 
name from the poker table. Its predecessor 
was a word which came from the same lux- 
uriant soil of American slang— graft.’

Decides, if Necessary, to Force Coumty 
Commissioners to Comply with the 
Law—River Improvement Commit- 
tee Strengthened and Instructed to 
Wage Active Campaign for Abolli- | 
tion of Tunnels—Better Switehing 


Facilities Urged. 


The Chioake real estate board, at its reg- 


ular monthly meeting yesterday, decided to 


urge the publication of the tax lists by the 


county commissioners, and, if necessary, to 


foree compliance with the law. The motion 


was made after the reading of a report by 
Charles D. Richards, chairman of the reve- 
nue_committee. 

It has been asserted by the county board 
that on account of the lack of funds the 
publication this year will be omitted. 
list is made up of the assessed values of all 
property in Cook county, with the location 
of the property and the names of the own- 
ers. The publication every four years is 


required by statute, and the pegular period 


falls in this year. 


First Plan to Lessen Cost. 

Several months ago ét was said that, to 
lessen the cost of printing, the owners’ 
names and the street numbers of the prop- 
erties would be omitted from the lists, leav- 
ing only the legal descriptions of the prop- 
erty. This would render the lists useless 
except to real estate experts, and would de- 
prive them of their chief value to the deal- 
ers, because they could not be accurately 
consulted, without looking up the properties 
on maps and plats. 

On this account a protest was made, and 
later it was announced by a member of the 


county board that the publication would 


not be attempted. 


Will Work to Abolish Tunsels. 

_A report was read by H. H. Walker, a mem- 
ber of the board, recommending the appoint- 
ment of two additional members to the river 
improvement committee, and recommending 
that they push the matter of clearing the 
Chicago river of-tunnels. A motion embody- 
ing these suggestions was adopted.

and thrown damper on btsiness. They 
have occasioned less of commerce which 
has cost the municipality more than the full 
value of all the surface traction lines in the 
city, and yet it is because of the traction 
question that the latest delay in the matter 
has been asked.” 


Urge Better Switching Facilities. 
R. C. Givins read a report of the industrial 


locations committee, urging the necessity,/ 


of working with a similar committee from 
‘the city council to secure better switching 
facilities.

COMPLAIN OF RATE CUTTING. 


Managers Will Meet in Chicago on Mon- 
Gay to Discuss Practice of St. 
Louis Agents. 


There has been complaint recently that 
some St. Louis agents have been writing 
mercantile buildings at two annual premiums 
for a three year term policy instead of charg- 
ing two and one-half premiums, according 
to established rules. No progress has been 
made in securing a correction. Some of the 
companies which have endeavored to observe 
the rule find that they have lost business 
in competition, and are nearly ready to re- 
taliate, unless the recalcitrants are brought 
into line. A conference of managers will be 
held in Chicago Monday evening. Condi- 
tions will be discussed in an informal way and 
it is expected that steps will be taken to 
secure better practices. 


The executive committee of the Chicago Un- 
derwriters’ association met yesterday and decided 
to recommend for adoption the report of the com- 


mittee of fifteen, which suggests 4 readjustment | 


of preferred rates in Chicago and the placing of 
solicitors’ pay on a commission basis. Lecal 
agents are inclined to anticipate a fight over both 
issues. Some offices have most of their solicitors 
on a melary, and say that if a-readjustment of 
compensation is made the result will be that these 
solicitors will become dissatisfied and seek other 
connections. Those who the commission 
plan declare a salary can used to pay excess 
commissions and thus divert the business to offices 
paying the higher salary. The attitude of‘ the 
Continental in urging a reduction in preferred rates 
complicates the situation, as many of the other 
large companies are opposing any material de- 
crease.
